A NEW FOREST RE- 
SERVE IN ALBERTA) 


The Dominion Reserves a Large Area 


_ Near Lesser 


One of the principal items in the 
new amendment to the Forests Res-. 
erves and Parks Act passed on June 
Gth,- 1913, was the creation of the 
Lesser Slave Lake Forest Reserve, 
having an area of five thousand and 
twenty-three square — miles. This 
Reserve lies about one hundred miles 
north-west of Iidmonton and has a 
wemoral elevation of from three to 
four thousand feet above the sea 
level, covering g mountainous tract 
south of Lesser Slave Lake which 
forns the water-shed of the trifppsr- 
ies of the Peace and Athabasca Riv- 
ers. 

This region was: originally examin- 
cd by a forest-survey party in charge 
of Mr. D. Roy Cameron, B.A., B.Sc. 


F., whose report on the timber con- 
ditions around Lesser Slave Lake 


may now. be_ had in bulletin form 
from the Forestry Branch, Ottawa. 
A detailed description of this Sur- 
vey is given by Mr. Cameron, which 
proves conclusively that the land cx- 
amined is non-agricultural. This 
report was verified by a forest sur- 
vey made in this region by Mr. Dou- 
cet, ano her forester, in 1912, who 
also reported on a contiguous area 
of even greater size, extending south- 
west) from the present Lesser Slave 
Lake Reserve to within six miles: of 
the Grand Trunk Pacifie Railway 
and to within cightecn) miles of the 
present. Rocky Mountains Forest re- 
serve, This latter area is similar in 
character to that examined by Mr. 
Cameron, and should pe added to the 
present ‘Lesser Slave Lake Reserve, 


as it might have been, had the sur- | 


vey of the region been completed in 
suflicient. time to determine the ex- 
tended boundary. 

The purpose of these reservations 
is not to retard, but to further the 
proper development of the country. 
The reports of these surveys show 
clearly that the Jand with'n the Re- 
serve and the proposed addition is 
non-agricultural But outside these 
areas on the lower reaches of — the 
Athahasea, Little Smoky and [Lesser 
Slave Rivers and on the shores of 


Lesser Slave Lake, which are not 
reserved, are considerable areas ol 
agricultural Jand. In a few years 


the prairie lands north-west towards 
the Peace will also be tilled with, im- 
migrants, so that in time the en 


larged Lesser Stave Lake Reserve 
will be almost entirely surrounded 


with farming communities. ‘This re- 


serve,” says) Mr. Caireron, ‘will, 
therefore, he the natural source ol 
timber supply for these communi- 


ties, and, indeed, practically the only 
source of supply available.’ Not to 
make this Reservation, which means 
not to protect this wooded area 
from fire and provide for a constant 
future supply of timber, would — be 
suicidal to the interests of the 
tlers already established in the vicin- 
ity, and to th» hamesteaders who 
will settle on the surrounding agric- 
ultural lands in the next twent y-tive 
years. Just how and why this re- 
sult would follow is clearly shown 
in. the reports of Messrs. Cameron 
and Doucet. 

The two areas examined—the pres- 
ent reserve and the proposed addi- 
tion—are very similar in topography, 
soil and forest conditions. Speakins 
of the proposed addition to the Les- 
ser Slave Lake Reserve, Mr. Doucet 
reports that “much of the land is 
high, hilly, sandy and stony and 


unfit. for agriculture. A large tract 
of it belonss to summit plateaus 


forming the water-sheds of numer- 
ous streams entering into the Atha- 
Lasea River of Lesser Slave Lake. 
A few acres of agricultural soil occur 
here and there inside the boundarics 
of the proposed reserve, but these 
are so unfrequented and isolated 
that they do not count.” The same 
conditions exist: in the newly-created 
Reserve, the plateau) region cumin: 
ating in the high Wroken country of 
the Swan Tlills. Thirty per cent. of 
this reserve is composed of omuskeg 
and, owing to the blocking of the 
draining during the glacial age, the 
muskeg is to be found not only bor 
dering the rivers, but also covering 


na large portion of the plateau region, | 


and even on the height) of land be- 
tween the drainage basins. With the 
exception of a few small isolated 
patches of agricultural — soil which 
oceur in this reserve, the remainder 
of the area is contposed of Wroken 
hill country. “Here,” quoting front 
Mr. Cameron's report, “is a large 
area much broken by ridges 
and deep ravines, but covered toa 
considerable depth with a top layer 
of clay Joam mixed with ston’, 
Owing to the latter, and to the 
roneh nature of the country, this 
region {is unsuitable for agriculture, 
but it is one of the best locations 
for timber growth that could be 
found, Indeed it was one covered 
with the finest stand of spruce and 
lodgepole pine in the north country."

‘merchantable timber presents 
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GREAT DRY-DOCK 
TO LIFT WARSHIPS 


Largest Vessels Can be Accommodated 
for Repairs at Montreal—A 
Perllous Voyage 


For two years and a half dredges 
delved into. the bed of the St. Law- 
rence River near Maisonneuve, scoop- 
ing out a basin to act as a resting 
place for the huge Montreal dry dock, 
“The Duke of Connaught” which was 
placed in position after an adven- 
turous trip across the Atlantic in tow 
of two powerful tugs. During the 
voyage the hawsers broke five times 
and the unwieldly dock narrowly es- 
caped being dashed to pieces on the 
rocky shores of Cape Breton.

The 
Adams ceremonial was simple enough 
but not simple enough, apparently, tc 
suit Thomas Jefferson, who rode or 
horseback to the Capitol, without a 
single guard or even a servant, dis- 
mounted without assistance, and hitch- 
ed his horse to the fence. James 
Madison had the militia on parade 
when he was inaugurated, and guns 
boomed as he entered the Capitol. 
It was Madison who gave the first 
Inaugural Ball. The crush was so 
great that many women fainted, and 
it being impossible to raise the win- 
dows, they were broken in order to 
supply air to the fainting guests. As 
the years advanccd, more thought was 
taken of the spectacle, and of the 
comfort of the dancers, and when 
Monroe went to the White House he 
was able to entertain 8,000 guests 
without anybody finding it necessary 
to indulge in a swoon. His second 
inauguration was spoiled by rain. 
John Quincy Adams sought to show 
the sort of democrat he was by wear- 
ing a sult manufactured by American 
tailors out of American wool at his 
inaugural. Andrew Jackson etarted 
the handshaking habit, and his re- 
ception was a sort of “rough house” 
affair. Because of jealousy between 
rival promoters Van Buren had two 
Inaugural Balls. There was a ball 
following Lincoln's first inauguration, 
but the President did not appear, this 
being the only time on record when 
the function was not graced by the 
presence of the Chief Executive.

IN WESTERN CANADA 


Wonderful Progress Since the First 
Settlers Arrived at Red and ° 
Assiniboia Rivers 


More than a century ago the first 
crop was sown in Western Canada. 
The acreage placed under cultivation 
Was not large, nor was the harvest 
which was reaped in the following 
¢ummer an abundant one, for, thd 
towers and the reapers were only one 
Aundred and twenty-five in number. 
They were the Selkirk settlers, who 
late in the year 1812 had arrived at 
the junction of the Red and Assini- 
boine Rivers to establish the first 
colony of English-speaking people in 
the great west of Canada. Naturally 
in the spring of 1813 it was not with 
the thought of producing grain for 
export that this little community of 


Scottish immigrants decided to “break” 
a few acres of land along the banks 
of the Red River. Need of food for 
themselves and for a few domestic 
animals was the impelling force which 
led to the first wheat crop of the west. 
Fur-trading was the business of the 
country one hundred years ego, and 
little did the early pioneers of that 
vast portion of Canada think that one 
day their sweeping prairies would be- 
come the granary of an Empire and 
the home for thousands of farmers. 
In 1831 the Red River settlement had 
increased in size to 2,731 people, 
2,162 acres of land had been brought 
under cultivation, and the buildings 
and live stock comprised 375 houses, 
265 stables, 134 barns, 410 horses and 
1,442 cattle. To-day the site of that 
first settlement. in the Canadian west 
is part of the large industrial city of 
Winnipeg, and from a struggling group 
of one hundred and twenty-five souls 
the population of western Canada has 
grown until it now numbers 1,875,000, 
and has brought into cultivation near- 
ly 18,000,000 acres of fertile prairie 
land. And the end is not yet. Only 
the southern half of the great west 
has been discovered, conquered and 
made productive. If there is any one 
vision which the four ambitious Prov- 
inces of western Canada sev more 
than another at the present time, it 
is the bigger and more mature stature 
into which they will have grown when 
the future development cf the nor- 
thern half of the west has been ac- 
complished. Each of the Provinces 
has its wonderful northland, and the 
chief task before their respective 
peoples during the next twenty-five 
years will be the colonization and de- 
Velopment of these last portions of 
Canada’s unexplored territory. 


THE PAS 


Something About the Gateway to 
Hudson's Bay 


The Pas,, Manitoba, is known as the 
gateway to Hudson’s Bay. In history 
it will be known as Opasquia, the In- 
dian name under which it was recog- 
nized by the pioneer. The Pas can 
look back as far as 1731, the year that 
Pierre Verandrye and his sons found 
the place, then a settlement of hus- 
tile Indians, on their search for the 
“Western Sea.” Later on, in 1785, 
Alexander Mackenzie arrived at Opas- 
quia on his historic journey to the 
Pacific coast. A valuable relic is to 
be seen at The Pas to-day of Mac- 
kenzie’s journey. It is a beautifully- 
carved pipe, which he used to smoke 
in a peace conference with the In- 
dians. The pipe is now the valued 
possession of one of the residents at 
The Pas. In 1845 a party which 
started north in search of Sir John 
Franklin, the explorer who tried to 
find the northwest passage out of 
Hudson's Bay, spent the winter ,at 
Opasquia. While there the followers 
of Franklin built a mission church, 
carving all the pews by hand and in- 
scribing the names of the party on a 
wooden slab, which adorned the in- 
side of the little building for many 
years. The present Anglican church 
at The Pas still contains much of the 
handiwork of the Franklin party. The 
main historic landmarks of The Pas 
still standing are the Hudson's Ray 
post and the chief factor’s house, 
within their barricade of pickets; the 
old mission graveyard, and the Indian 
cemetery, with its many fantastic 
adornments, situated about two miles 
up the river from The Pas. 


ORIGIN OF CARDS 


Can be Traced Only as Far as Fifteenth 
Century 


The origin of playing cards is lost 
{n a dim and obscure past, and their 
authentic history can only be traced 
as far back as the fifteenth century. 
Various theories have been brought 
forward as to the source from which 
European countries obtained them. 
Some contend that they came from 
the East; others, that they had an 
{ndependent origin, like that of the 
Swastika, the Egyptian charm, which, 
though discovered in China centuries 
ago, Was known at the same time in 
Mexico. An flea once prevailed that 
they were invented to amuse a mad 
French king, the fact that a French 
document, dated 1392, shows an en- 
try of a payment made for painting 
cards for Charles VI. They seem to 
have been used by the Arabs and 
Saracens for divination, and even now 
they are still used to some consider- 
able extent for that purpose. It is 
also an established fact that in past 
ages many Eastern peoples, especially 
those of India and China, possessed 
cards which differed materially both 
In use and in design from those known 
to the Western world at a later dat® 
It is impossible for one to trace the 
beginnings of card lore, but there is 
Httle doubt that the people of the 
Kast held playing cards in high es 
teem as mediums for the partial rave- 
lation of the unknown and inaiuded 
them as a part of their mystic lore

ceives a salary of $1,500, has — the 
eare of $3,000,000 and sale of city 
bonds, and her signature is neecs- 
sary for every cent paid out by the 
city,
